Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 14-28 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A connecting 
comprising a multilayer board constructed of plural boards that are laminated with the 
limitations "a first high speed transmission line board having a stripline structure, that 
comprises a first elastomer sheet that has a fixed dielectric constant; plural first 
elastomer strips arrayed at two edges of the first elastomer sheet, that are electrically 
conductive between front and back surfaces" and "plural first high speed transmission 
lines connecting two ends of the plural first elastomer strips and being formed in a 
pattern on the first elastomer sheet" in combination with other claimed limitations of the 
base claim 14 has not been disclosed or fairly suggested by the prior art of record, 
taken alone or in combination. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
